Atlantic City, n\ .1., Aug. 28.—T he 
action of Governor Fort In issuing a 
proclamation to the people ot 
New 
Jersey threatening to send troops in 
to this famous resort to enforce the 
state liquor laws unless the people of 
Atlantic City observe the law caused 
a sensation among the residents and 
the 
thousands 
of 
s u m m e r 
visitors. 
Close on the heels-of the governor’s 
proclamation anothei 
sensation was 
sprung at Mays Landing, the county 
seat 
of Atlantic county, 
when the 
grand jury absolutely refused to obey 
the instructions of the court to return 
indictments against excise violators. 
Supreme Court .fu ti<*e \v. Trench* 
ard, who had been requested by Gov­ 
ernor Fort to sit with the county judge, 
was so incen ed at the action of the 
grand 
jury 
that 
h* 
instantly 
dis­ 
charged it with a severe reprimand. 
What the result of the governor's 
proclamation will he remains to he 
seen. 
Sheriff Smith E. Johnson of Atlan­ 
tic City, Mayor F. P. Stoy of Atlantic 
City and County Prosecutor Golden- 
burg refused to discuss the situation 
The break between the county court 
and the grand jury came in a sensa­ 
tional manner, and is receiving more 
attention than the proclamation of the 
governor. 
The controversy bet ween 
the court and the Jury slarted a week 
ago. 
Prior to that the state excise 
commission spent several days here 
investigating the excise question. 
At 
the hearings of the commission. Mayor 
Stoy, Sheriff Johnson and others prac­ 
tically told the investigators that they 
would not enforce the excise laws, be­ 
cause th*> sentiment of the people was 
against them. 
Tt 
was also brought 
out that the grand juries of the coun­ 
ty refused to bring in Indictments for 
ihe same reason. 
The evidence Was 
vo startling that it was immediately i 
laid before the governor, who request­ 
ed Justice T renchard to sit with Judge 
Tfighee in Atlantic county and take 
charge of the mRtter, 


Judge Ad dre s s e s Grand Jury. 
“T understand that all cases have 
been presented to you. 
I have sent 
for you In order that the clerk may 
take 
the indictments.” said 
Justh o j 
Trent hard 
to the members of 
the ' 
grand jury,when they came into court. 
W hen asked by the clerk if the jury 
had any indictments to present. Jo- j 
te p h \Y. Sal us 
the foreman of the 
Jury, said that it had not at this time, 
and that it bad not considered all the 
cases presented. 
Justice Tren chard then said that the 
court would sit until indictments were 
found in the excise cases and the jury 
retired. 
This caused a mild sensa­ 
tion. as it indicated that the court in­ 
tended to bring m atters to a heed. 
The jurors returned later and pre­ 
sented three indictments, two against 
an alleged gambling house, and one 
against a man who is charged with 
selling obscene postal cards. 
Justice 
Trenohard read the bills of indictment, 
threw them on his desk and said: 
“ T notice that you have not present­ 
ed any indictments for the illegal sale 
of liquor on Sunday. 
The assistant 
attorney general of the state and the 
prosecutor of the 
county 
have 
in­ 
formed 
the 
court 
That 
they 
have 
placed before ihe grand jury evidence 
which justifies indictments in such 
cases. 
As no indictments have been 
found this seems to be an indication 
that this grand jury has failed In the 
performance of Its duty. 
The court is 
forced to say that considering the in­ 
structions of the court, the state of 
the law and the evidence presented, 
you grand jurors have failed in the 
performance of your duty and have 
violated your oaths to the state of 
New Jersey. 
You are discharged for 
the term ' 


Took Exception to Court’s Remarks. 
Foreman Salus instantly arose and 
took exception <o the remarks of the 
court. 
Without the least display of 
excitement he said: 
“As grand jurors we feel our great 
responsibility.

We want nothing concealed. We want 
a spade called a spade.

Jurors tried with all our might to have 
presented before us gambling evidence 
which the prosecutor of the count' 
caused to be published in the news 
Tapers, but we did not get 
It.

Continuing, he said that they had 
been told that unless they bfOUvht in

Y o u n g F re n ch m an Tri ed to Black mail 
President Roosevelt. 
Bordeaux, Aug. 
28,—An extraordi­ 
nary story was told at the courtmartial 
of a m em ber of the military ambu­ 
lance corps, Camilla Marquet, wTib was 
charged with attempting to blackmail 
President Roosevelt. 
According to the evidence before 
the court, Marquet wrote to the presi­ 
dent on Jan. 9, demanding on behalf 
tf “my society,” without other specifi­ 
cation, $2,000, “on account of services 
rendered during the presidential elec­ 
tion,” 
and 
promising 
further 
“im­ 
mense help.” 
Receiving no reply to this demand, 
Marquet 
wrote again 
on 
March 
9, 
threatening 
a 
scandal,

cast dishonor hpon the whole family 
unless the money is forthcoming at a 
fixed date.” 
In conclusion the wrriter of the let­ 
ter recommended the greatest discre­ 
tion, adding: 
“The highest heads are no longer 
safe on their shoulders; look at Portu­ 
gal.”

Marquet was brought up for court- 
martial, but the court in consideration 
of the good character of the youth, 
sentenced him to six days’ imprison­ 
ment, giving him the benefit of the 
first offenders’ law.

Refused to Obey Instructions 
of the Court. 


DID NOT INDICT SALOON MEN 


Declined to Return True Bills Against 


Violators of Excise Law in New Jer­ 


sey— Governor May Send Troops to 


Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 28.—The 
action of Governor Fort in issuing a 
proclamation to tho people of New 
Jersey threatening to send troops in­ 
to this fatuous resort to enforce the 
state liquor laws unless the people of 
Atlantic City observe the law caused 
a sensation among the residents and 
the 
thousands of summer visitors. 
Close on the heels-of the governor’s 
proclamation another sensation was 
sprung at Mays Landing, the county 
seat 
of Atlantic county, when the 
grand jury absolutely refused to obey 
the instructions of the court to return 
indictments against excise violators. 
Supreme Court Justice W. Trench- 
ard, who had been requested by Gov­ 
ernor Fort to sit with the county judge, 
was so incensed at the action of Hie 
grand 
jury 
that 
he 
instantly 
dis­ 
charged it with a severe reprimand. 
What the result of the governor’s 
proclamation will be remains to be 
seen. 
Sheriff Smith E. Johnson of Atlan­ 
tic City, Mayor F. P. Stoy of Atlantic 
City and County Prosecutor Golden- 
burg refused to discuss the situation. 
The break between the county court 
and the grand jury came in a sensa­ 
tional manner, and is receiving more 
attention than the proclamation of the 
governor. 
The controversy between 
the court and the jury started a week 
ago. 
Prior to that the state excise 
commission spent several days here 
investigating the excise question. 
At 
the hearings of the commission, Mayor 
Stoy, Sheriff Johnson and others prac­ 
tically told the investigators that they 
would not enforce the excise laws, be­ 
cause the sentiment of the people was 
against them. 
It was also brought 
out that the grand juries of the coun­ 
ty refused to bring in indictments for 
the same reason. 
The evidence was 
so startling that it was immediately 
laid before the governor, who request­ 
ed Justice Trenrhanl to sit with Judge 
Higbee in Atlantic county and take 
charge of the matter. 
Judge Addresses Grand Jury. 
“I understand that all cases have 
been presented to you. 
I have sent 
for you in order that the clerk may 
take the Indictments,” said Justice 
Trenchant to the members of tho 
grand jury.when they came into court. 
When asked by the clerk if the jury 
had any indictments to present. Jo­ 
seph W. Salus 
the foreman of the 
jury, said that it had not at this time, 
and that it had not considered all the 
cases presented. 
Justice Trenchard then said that the 
court would sit until Indictments were 
found in the excise cases and the jury 
retired. 
This caused a mild sensa­ 
tion. as it indicated that the court in­ 
tended to bring matters to a head. 
The jurors returned later and pre­ 
sented three indictments, two against 
an alleged gambling house, and one 
against a man who is charged with 
selling obscene postal cards. 
Justice 
Trenohard read the bills of indictment, 
threw them on his desk and said: 
“I notice that you have not present­ 
ed any indictments for the illegal sale 
of liquor on Sunday. 
The assistant 
attorney general of the state and the 
prosecutor of the county have in­ 
formed 
the 
court 
That 
they 
have 
placed before the grand jury evidence 
which justifies indictments in such 
cases. 
As no indictments have been 
found this seems to be an indication 
that this grand jury has failed in the 
performance of its duty. 
The court is 
forced to say (hat considering the in­ 
structions of the court, the state of 
the law and the evidence presented, 
you grand jurors have failed in the 
performance of your duty and have 
violated your oaths to the state of 
New Jersey. 
You are discharged for 
the term.’' 
Took Exception to Court’s Remarks. 
Foreman Salus instantly arose and 
took exception to the remarks of the 
court. 
Without the least display of 
excitement he said: 
‘‘As grand jurors we feel our great 
responsibility. 
We 
are 
willing 
to 
stand before God and say that we feel 
that we have performed our duty and 
have not violated our oaths. 
We rep 
resent the will of the people of Atlan­ 
ta, county. 
We feel that we are su- 
0 »me; and, without affront, we feel 
that no person, however clothed with 
power or office, has a right to rebuke 
us in this manner. 
We, as represents 
lives of Atlantic county, representing 
$5,000,000 worth of property, dp not 


I intend that the deliberations of this 
j Jury shall be made political capital. 
We want nothing concealed. We want 
a spade called a spade. 
We grand 
j Jurors tried with all our might to have 
presented before us gambling evidence 
which the prosecutor of the county 
caused to be published in the newrs- 
jpapers, but we did not get it. 
At 
every turn we were throttled as grand 
Jurors.” 
Continuing, he said that they had 
been told that unless they brought in 
.dictments in excise cases no evidence 
lof gambling would be presented to 
them.

cannot run iheir cars for three days. 
No power plant is in operation, the 
telephone lines are not doing business 
and the railroads are accepting no 
passengers. 
The 
water 
service 
is 
crippled bu': intact. 
The gas company 
is impaired bu* not shut down. There 
have been ten to fifteen drownings, 
mostly negro laborers. 
W hether Au­ 
gusta will be able to care for the sit­ 
uation among the poor and 
unem­ 
ployed will not be known until the 
water further recedes and opportunity 
is given for inspection. 
Reports of missing men. even of 
missing families, are being received.

Bordeaux, Aug. 28.—An extraordi­ 
nary story was told at the courtmartial 
of -a member of the military ambu­ 
lance corps, Camille Marquet, wh# was 
charged with attempting to blackmail 
President Roosevelt. 
According to the evidence before 
the court, Marquet wrote to the presi­ 
dent on Jan. 9, demanding on behalf 
nf “my society,” without other specifi­ 
cation, $2,000, “on account of services 
rendered during the presidential elec­ 
tion,” 
and 
promising 
further 
“im­ 
mense help.” 
Receiving no reply to this demand, 
Marquet wrote again on March 9, 
threatening a scandal, “which will 
cast dishonor hpon the whole family 
unless the money is forthcoming at a 
fixed date.” 
In conclusion the writer of the let­ 
ter recommended the greatest discre­ 
tion, adding: 
“The highest heads are no longer 
safe on their shoulders; look at Portu­ 
gal.” 
The president handed the letters to 
the French consul general, who com­ 
municated with the French police. 
Marquet was brought up for court- 
martial, but the court in consideration 
of the good character of the youth, 
sentenced him to six days* imprison­ 
ment, giving him the benefit of the 
first offenders’ law.
